Belgrade’s Premier Reported Enroute 
To Moscow For Talk; Greek Chief 
Says Troops Will Fight On

Allied and German armies met. today in a m ighty battle in 
the l’hloriua area of Greece, 16 miles south of the Bitolj (Mon- 
astir) gap, the British radio reported, while in northern Yugo­ 
slavia Nazi units, according to the German high command, ara 
advancing from several directions on Belgrade. 
Details of the battle in the rugged Greek mountains ara 
lacking. 
The Germans asserted that. Yugoslav resistance in 
Croatia haw collapsed and that “ the Serbian northern army is 
dissolving.’’

A bill, prepared and introduced 
by State Rep. John P. Stephenson, 
regulating the filling of vacancies 
in county elective offices, has been 
enacted by the house and sent to 
the senate for consideration. 
The proposed measure was ap­ 
proved in the lower branch of the 
legislature with but four votes to 
spare. The count was 74 for and 
35 against. Seventy votes, or a ma­ 
jority of the entire house is neces­ 
sary to enact a measure. 
* 
Nominee of Party 
. By the terms of house bill 120. 
the appointing authority in any 
county is required to appoint to 
any elective office which may be­ 
come vacant, the man or women 
recommended 
by 
the 
executive 
committee of the political party in 
which the incumbent who formerly 
held the office was affiliated. 
In other words a Democrat would 
be appointed to an office which 
was was vacated by a Democrat 
iWid a Republican would be named 
to the office formerly held by a 
Republican, if the executive com­ 
m ittees 
so 
recommended. 
This 
same procedure now is in force in 
the appointment of members of the 
county election board. Mr. Stephen­ 
son said. 
The senate has placed the bill on 
the calendar for a second reading 
next "Wednesday. 
Mr. Stephenson who with John 
Kerr. represent Columbiana county, 
has introduced 13 bills since the 
first of the year. Twelve were re­ 
ported out by the reference com­ 
mittees, and eight were reported 
tovorably. one was “killed” arid the 
other three have not been heard. 
Two Are Made Law 
Of the eight reported favorably, 
two were enacted into law and 
signed by the governor, two have 
been reported by the senate com­ 
mittee and are on the calendar for 
an early vote, three are on the 
bouse calendar for a vote and the 
other was passed by the house 
Thursday. 
Of the 24 bills enacted thus far 
by the state legislature, two were 
sponsored by the senior Colum­ 
biana county representative. House 
biM 6. which Mr. Stephenson in­ 
troduced. becomes effective May 3D 
and permits boards of trustees of 
children’s homes to purchase and 
operate busses. 
The other of Mr. Stephenson’s 
measures in house bill 7. which 
makes the present law providing 
for the Inspection and licensing of 
hotels, restaurant* and other food-

in

And England Tries To Prove Europe Hates Nazis

Easter 
J ONO and bitter controversiei over the date on 
D which the Christian festival of Easter properly 
should fall never In any way diminished the feeling 
that gives so much vibrant meaning to the occa­ 


sion itself. 
lf there had been—and there almost was 
such 
an irreconcilable conflict of opinion over the time 
of E aster that agreement was impossible, the fes­ 
tival still would have survived. Its source, like that 
o f Christianity, Is the human spirit. 
There was The Instinct to recognise the meaning 
of Ressurectlon before the time of Jesus Christ, 
whose life gave it a definitive religious significance. 
Easter todsy is the product of Christianity and 
humanity’s changeless response to the renewal of 


life In springtime. 
The Easter festival survived quarrels over its 
formal nature because It could not perish, Just as 
Christianity, itself, baa been kept alive through 
tribulation because It expressed a longing In the 


minds and hearts of men. 
Their faith in the triumph of life over death is 
the mark of their nobility, the one thing that can­ 


not be taken from them. 


The Plan Of The War 
vt'HERE remains one nation theoretically capable of 
* 
halting Germany’s drive to Sue* through the 
Middle East. Barring upsets, such as a crushing de­ 
feat Inflicted on Germany by Great Britain and its 
scattered allies in Greece, the next move to the 
gout beast will be at the expense of the Turks. 
Frans von Papen, who has spent a lifetim e learn­ 
ing how to soften governments for the various pur­ 
poses of his superiors in Berlin, has been frantically 
birny In Turkey. The fruits of his labor shortly will 


be revealed. 
If N ail pressure Is turned on Turkey, the general 
shape of Germany's plan then will he plainly visible 
Thwarted in Its hope of bringing the war to a climax 
by Invading Great Britain. Germany has struck in 
southeastern Europe toward the Sue* canal. 
Simultaneously, another drive on the same objec 
five will be made In Africa. A third blow at Britain a 
sea power may be the long-awaited attack on Gib­ 
raltar through Spain. With both Sue* and Gibraltar 
In German hands, the Brltlah navy would be driven 
from the Mediterranean; It would be a near-fatal 
blow. 
Beside Turkey, the only force even theoretically 
capable of preventing fulfillment of the German 
plan, Is the Brltlah expeditionary force, divided be­ 
tween Libya and Greece—and reported now in con­ 
tact with the Germans In Greece.

Greenland's Icy Mountains 
t ETW EEN taking over the defense of Greenland, 
which has been announced as a national policy 
and legalized by means of a treaty with Denmark, 
the owner, and the actual business of establishing 
an out poet there may lie a momentous passage in 
American history. 
The airplane has made Greenland, hitherto so 
little wanted that tiny Denmark could hold It, a vital 
point. The United States government has been in­ 
formed that Germany may be Interested In It. Ger­ 
man planes based on the southern tip of Greenland 
would complete air harassm ent of Britain-bound 
shipping over the route. 
The United States government says It Is Interested 
In Greenland as a defense base. That seems to mean 
that it Is Interested only In keeping Greenland from 
being used as a point of Invasion for this continent. 
A more credible explanation is provided, however. 
by President’s request for authority to take over 
Immobilized vessels lying in United States w aters— 
because this country* ’’ultimate defense will be 
rendered futile" unless supplies can be moved from 
American ports. 
lf Greenland would be useful to Germany for 
m aintaining Its counter-blockade of Great Britain, it 
would be useful to the United States for resisting 
the counter-blockade. T hat seems a good enough 
reason for establishing a base on Greenland. 
W hether tho attem pt will precipitate open warfare 
with Germany la a decision for Adolf Hitler and 
his advisers to make.

Africa And Near East Watch For Success Or Failure Of Program 


The Secret That Wasn’t Secret 
I T is now a widely known fact that a damaged 
British battleship, the Malaya, arrived in New 
York harbor April 6 for repairs. Thousands of per­ 
sons saw the ship arrive, flying the Union Jack. 
Thousands law members of its crew, wearing the 
ship’s name on their hats, enjoying shore leave. 
Yet, because certain newspapers in New York 


Show ing how German drives Into the vital triangle helped isolate 
Y ugoslavia from her allies. Nazle control of the Belgrade secton has 
m eant protection for vital supply routes. 


TH E difficulties faced by British 
and Allied forces In the Balkans, 
where men and m aterial in great 
quantity are needed for a success­ 
ful drive against the Nazis, is re­ 
flected in recent developments on 
two African fronts. In Libya the 
British have retreated before su­ 
perior German-Italian forces, while 
in Bast Africa they are rushing to 
complete the capture of the rem ain­ 
ing Italian armies, so that some 
additional troops may be released 
for the Balkan campaign. 
Contrary to the widely held Im­ 
pression that Hitler would not risk 
sending important contingents to 
Africa, where communication lines 
across 
the 
Mediterranean 
might 
be interrupted by the British navy. 
It now Is established that two or 
three Nazi divisions, including mec­ 
hanized units and supported bv air­ 
craft, now are operating in Libya. 
These units (which the British hint 
may have been brought In with 
French connivance) serve to stiffen 
the' rem nants of the Italian army, 
numbering from 50,000 to 100,000. 
With part of the Imperial Army 
of the Nile already sent to Greece, 
the British were forced to yield 
Bengasi April 3 and Derna. 175 
miles to the east. April 8. Although 
the early withdrawals 
in 
Libya 
were described by the British as 
strategic in nature. It now is ap­ 
parent that the Axis forces th rea t­ 
en 
Egypt. Britain may have to 
withdraw troops from Greece to 
protect the Suez canal, which re­ 
mains the keystone of Britain’s de­ 
fensive stun titre In the eastern 
Mediterranean.

RITISH. 
Allied, 
a n d 
patriot 
forces now hold all of Italian 
Somaliland, most of Biitish Somali­ 
land, E ritrea and 
Ethiopia, and 
they expect to complete their con­ 
quest soon. 
British leaders already have be­ 
gun to discuss the future of Ethio­ 
pia and In their plans for recon­ 
struction In East Africa may be 
discerned the outlines of some of 
the peace alms which the British 
cabinet steadfastly has refused to 
formulate. Attempting to encour­ 
age the Ethiopians to revolt against 
Italy, 
the 
British 
foreign 
office 
July l l, 1940 declared that Em ­ 
peror Haile Selassie's regime would 
be recognized as the lawful govern­ 
ment of Ethiopia and that the coun­ 
try would be assured of its inde­ 
pendence when the w ar was won. 
However, subsequent evasive pro­ 
nouncements of cabinet spokesmen 
and suggestions In British conserv­ 
ative Journals that Italy should be 


allowed to retain Ethiopia lf it 
made a separate peace led British 
liberals to fear that Ethiopian free­ 
dom m ight be sacrificed In a move 
for appeasement. 
The governm ent’s position wa* 
clarified Feb. 4. 1941, when Mr. 
Anthony Eden, then foreign secre­ 
tary, 
stated 
th at 
Britain 
would 
welcome the reappearance of sn 
Independent Ethiopian state with 
Haile Selassie as its ruler. But, in 
view of the retarded political and 
social development of the peoples 
of Ethiopia, it was deemed neces­ 
sary to provide the Em peror with 
outside “assistance and 
advice’’. 
The character of this aid is to be 
determined by International agree­ 
ment at the close of the war. 
\ 
LTHOUGH critics m ay brand 
"assistance and advice” as a 
cloak for British control, It must 
be admitted th at Ethiopia cannot 
be expected to stand unaided in 
the community of nations for some 
time to come. The peoples of the 
country differ In background and 
development. Amherst*. the Coptic 
Christian 
tribe, 
have 
dominated 


from 
high 
Ethiopia In recent decades 
their homes in the central 
lands. They have treated as feudal 
serfs 
the 
Moslem 
Somalis 
and 
pagan Callas living in the peri 
phery of their kingdom. 
Haile Selassie only was begin­ 
ning to Introduce modern reforms, 
strengthen the central government 
and abolish slavery when his coun­ 
try was conquered by Italy in 1938.

- tucky colonel In all Kentucky, comes up SO 
Ju n e 30, a fine old agp for a fine old gentleman. At 
the invitation of Col. Dan O’Sullivan, an equally fine 
old gentleman of equally fine old age, we wrote a 
piece for the Kentucky Derby program of 1941, 
which wo underatand la to be an epochal publication. 
Both these colonels are associated with the Derby, 
Col. Winn as the m aster mind, and Col. O’Sullivan 
as assistant m aster mind. Our piece was about Col. 
Winn, a friend of years standing, and naturally we 
had to have a few’ fact« about him, though this la 
n ot always Important to our pieces. So we went to 
the works of that hum an encyclopedia of aport, 
F rank G Menke, for the facts, and brought to light 
an exciting, though little known, ch ap ter In Col. 
W inn’s life. 
It deals with the time he invaded New York city 
with a race meeting under the disapproving nose* 
of the then snootest outfit in the United States, tho 
Jockey club. It was in 1907. The m ighty August Bel­ 
mont w’as chairman of the Jockey club and he ran 
New York racing with an iron fist. H e had refused 
racing dates to Tim Butler, a stubborn Irishman who 
ow’ned a chain of grocery stores end was also pro­ 
prietor of Empire City, the race track In Yonkers, 
which formerly had been operated by the harness 
horse people but had had no racing of any kind 
since 1900.

U TLER sent for Col. Winn, who had Just con­ 
cluded a couple of tough turf battles In his own 
domain and wanted nothing but peace. Ed Corrlgon, 
a famous old-time turf warrior had introduced the 
two a couple of years before. Butler wanted Winn 
to run a meeting for him at Empire, regardless of 
the Jockey club, and the colonel advised h ’m to go 
to court and ask for a ruling of some kind requiring 
the Jockey club to grant him a license.

Weakness A Symptom 
W eakness, which is next to pain 
the commonest symptom of the 
human race, Is usually localized 
by the patient in the nervous sys­ 
tem.

But the present conception of kid­ 
ney disease, of nephritis, is that 
the kidneys are diseased only as 
part of a general process — the 
eyes are usually quite as much 
involved 
as 
the kidneys, 
every 
group of little capillary blood ves­ 
sels being involved just as much 
as the capillaries in the kidney. 
Even cancer, which is so often 
regarded a« a purely local disease, 
may really originate from a gen­ 
eral 
bodily 
derangem ent 
which 
manifests itself only at the site 
where the cancer begins to grow. 
In fact, certain cancers of the 
bone have proved to be due to dis­ 
turbances of one group of the duct­ 
less glands, the parathyroids.

TOURING the laht few days we have been occupied in contemplating the suffer­ 
i n g which our Blessed Lord endured for our redemption, but on thin day, which 
ii that of Hit triumph, Church calla upon u* to wipe away our tears and to join 
with her in umping “ Alleluia*” of joy, “ to the King of glory” ; because, after hav­ 
ing laid down Ilia life for our aalvation, He ha* risen triumphant over the power 
of evil. Well may we today with hearts full of exultation exclaim in the word* of 
Holy Scripture: “ This is the day which the Lord has made. 
Let us be glad and 
rejoice therein” . 
For the mystery of this day inspires feelings 
of joy and exultation because the Resurrection of 
Jesus Christ is the foundation of our Faith; aud 
a sure pledge that we also shall rise again, and it 
is also the pattern of our spiritual resurrection 
from the death of ain to the life of grace. 
Tbs Resurrection of Jesus Christ is the founda­ 
tion of our Faith, for St. Paul grounds the cer- 
tainty of Our Faith upon the fact of the Resur­ 
rection of Jesus Christ, “ lf Jesus Christ be not 
risen,” he says, “ your faith is vain, for you are 
yet in your sins. 
And if in this life only we have 
hope in Christ, we are, of all men, the most mis­ 
erable. But now Christ is risen from the dead the 
first fruits of them that sleep ” And, the fact of 
His Resurrection established by the most certain 
and undeniable proofs gives us this 
consoling 
truth that the Faith which we profess is true and 
divine ami thus the Resurrection of Christ, being 
the Foundation of our Faith is also the basis of 
our hope, the sure pledge that we also shall one 
day rise again. 
And this truth that we shall one day rise again 
furnishes the most powerful motive we ran have 
thoto b\ n* 
to urge us to rise now spiritually with Christ 
Bav. «*• Thorn aa B. Walsh 
from the death of sin, lo a new lift; and to persevere to the end in the newness of 
life in the assured hope of rising with Him hereafter to eternal glory. 
Our spiritual resurrection, in order to entitle us to future glory must bear some 
resemblance to the Resurrection of Our Saviour. It must be true and permanent. 
“ The Lord is truly risen” says the Evangelist; and “ Christ rising from the dead 
dieth now no more, death shall no more have dominion over H im ” . So must we 
in like manner, rise truly and effectually from the death of sin, sin must no more 
have dominion over us. A mere apparent resurrection from the grave of sin will 
not suffice. A pretended or superficial conversion to God is to no purpose. Our 
turning to God must be accompanied w» th the necessary dispositions of a contrite 
and humble heart, otherwise we will not be truly risen. 
But our resurrection from the death of sin to a life of grace besides being real 
and true must have another quality in order to bear a resemblance to that of our 
Blessed Redeemer: it must be permanent, as His was permanent; for He rose so as 
to die no more. Such then ought to be our resurrection to grace, it ought to hear 
upon it the character of immortality, by rendering us proof against all the attacks 
of our spiritual enemies. For to what purpose would it be to rise for a time only, 
and ahortly after to die again the death of sin! 
Therefore, we should be on our guard. 
After recovering the life of grace, we 
must use our utmost endeavor* to preserve it in the future; let the death of sin 
never again have dominion over us. 
Rejoice on this glorious day since the Resurrection of Jesus is the pledge, the 
hope and the precursor of your resurrection. “ For if we believe that Jesus died 
and rose again, even so them who have slept through Jesus God will bring w ith 
Him.” Rom. VI-9. Sing with the Prophet Daniel, “ All ye works of the Lord, bless 
the Lord, and exalt Him above all forrv cr.” “ Sons of men, bless the Lord.” Dan. 
I ll 58-60.
